Yee 
made darkeneſſe a tabernacle round about him:

He ſhot arrowes, and ſcattered them: to wit. ligh⸗ 
tening, and oucrthzew them. The channels of 
the Sea appeared, and the foundations of the 
would were ſeene: by the reaſon of the rebuking 
of the Loꝛoe, a thꝛough the blaſting of the bꝛeath 
of his noſtrels. Dee ſent from aboue, and tooke 
me: he dꝛew me out of many waters. He deliue⸗ 
red me from my mightie enemie, and from them 
that hated mee: foꝛ they were too ſtrong foꝛ mee.

Foꝛ thou art my 
light, O Lozde : and the Loꝛde ſhall lighten my 
darkeneſſe, Foꝛ by thee J ſhall bꝛeake thꝛough an 
hoſte of men: and by my God will J ſpzingouer a 
wall, God is vncoꝛrupt in his way, the wozdof 
the Loꝛde is tryed in the fire: hee is a ſhield to all 
that truſt in him. Foz who is a GOD ſaue the 
Loꝛd? and who is mightie ſaue our God? God 
ſtrengtheneth me in battell: and maketh the way 
cleare betoꝛe me.

Then did J beat them as 
mall as the duſtok the earth: J did ſtampe them 
as the clay ofthe ſtreet, a did ſpꝛead them abꝛoad. 
Thou allo haſt deliuered mee from the diſſenſion 
of people, thou haſt kept me to be an head ouer na⸗ 
tions: the people which J knew not. do ſerue me. 
Strange childꝛen diſſemble with me: at the hea⸗ 
ring ot the eare they obey me.

Sar high Pꝛieſt Ananias commaunded 
them that ſtood by, to (mite him on the mouth, 
Then ſaid Paul vnto him, God ſhall ſmite thee 
thou painted wall: foꝛ ſitteſt thou and iudgeſt me 
alter the law, and commandeſt me to be ſmitten - 
contrary to the law? And they that ſtood by. ſaid, 
Reuileſt thou Gods hie Pꝛieſt? Then ſaid Paul, 
J wiſt ———— the high 25 
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Foꝛ it is witten, Thou ſhalt not curſe the ruler 
ot thy people. But when Paul perceiued that the 
one part were Sadducees, and the other Phari⸗ 
ſees, he cryed out in the counſaile, Men and bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen, Jama pPhariſee, the ſonne ot a Phariſee: 
of the hope and reſurrection of the dead J am 
iudged. And when he had ſo ſatd, there aroſe a de⸗ 
bate between the Phariſees and the Sadducees: 
and themultitude was diuided. Foz the Saddu⸗ 
cees ſay that there is no reſurrection, neither An- 
gel, no2 ſpirit: but the Phariſees confeſſe both. 
And there aroſe a great cry: a when the Scribes 
which were of the Phariſees part aroſe , they 
ſtroue, ſaying, Me ſind no euill in this man: but 
if a ſpirit oꝛ an Angel hath ſpoken to him, let vs 
not ſtriue againſt God, And when there aroſe a 
great debate, the chiefe captain fearingleaſt Paul 
ſhould haue beene pluckt alunder ort them, com- 
manded the ſouldiers to goe downe, and to take 
him from among them. and to bꝛing him into the 
caſtle, And the night following. the L oꝛd ſtood by 
him, and laid, Be of good cheere, Paul: foꝛ as 
thou haſt teſtified ol mee in Hieruſalem, ſo muſt 
thou beare witneſle alſo at Rome. And when it 
was day, certaine of the Jewes gathered them- 
ſelues together, and made a vow. ſaying that they 
would neither eate noꝛ d2inke till they had killed 
Paul. And they were moze then kourtie men, 
which had made this conſpiracie. And they came 
to the chiete Pꝛieſts a Elders, and ſaid, we haue 
bound our ſelues with a vow, that we will eate 
nothing vntill we haue ſlaine Paul. Now there- 
koꝛe giue ye knowledge to the chiete captaine. and 
to the counſaile, that he bꝛing him kooꝛth vnto

you to moꝛow, as though ye would know ſome: 
thing moꝛe perkectly of him: and we, oꝛ euer hee 
come neere,are ready to fill him. And whe Pauls 
ſiſters ſonne heard ol their laying await, he went 
and entred into the caſtle, and tolde Paul. And 
Paul called one of the vnder captaines vnto him. 
and ſaid, Bꝛing this yong man vnto the high cap⸗ 
taine: toꝛ he hath a certaine thing to ſhewe him. 
And he tooke him, and bꝛought him to the high 
captaine, and ſaid, Paul the pꝛiſoner called mee 
vnto him, and pꝛaped me to bzing this vong man 
vnto thee, which hath a certaine matter to ſhewe 
thee, Then the high captaine tooke him by the 
hand, and went with him out ofthe way, and al⸗ 
ked him, What is it that thou haſt to tell me? And 
he ſaid, The Je wes are determined to deſire thee, 
that thou wouldeſt bꝛing foozth Paul to moꝛrow 
into the counſaile, as though they would enquire 
ſomewhat or him moꝛe perkectly. But follow not 
thou their mindes: loꝛ there lie in waite koꝛ him 
of them mo then fourtie men, which haue bound 
themſelues with a vow, that they will neither 
eate noꝛ dꝛinke, till they haue killed him: and now 
are they readie, and looke foꝛ a pꝛomiſe from thee. 
The chiete captaine then let the young man de⸗ 
part, and charged him, See thou tell it out to no 
man, that thou haſt ſhewed theſe things to mee. 
And he called vnto him two vndercaptaines, ſay- 
ing, Make ready two hundꝛed ſouldiers to goe to 
Ceſaxea, and hoꝛſemen thꝛeeſcoꝛe and tenne, and 
ſpearemen twohundzed, at the third houre of the 
night: And deliuer them beaſts, that they may 
et Paul on, and bꝛing him ſafe vnto Felix the hie 
deputy. And he wꝛote a letter after this maner, 
1 Claudius 


Claudius Lyſigs,vnto themoſt mightie ruler Fe- 
liz,ſendeth greetings. This man was take ofthe 
Jewes, #ſhouldhauebenekilledef them: Then 
came J with anarmie, andreſcued him, and per⸗ 
ceiued that he was a Romane: And when J 
would haue knowen the cauſe wherefoze they ac⸗ 
cuſed him, J bꝛought him foozth into their coun⸗ 
ſaile. hom J perceiued to be acculed of queſti- 
ons ok their law, but hauing nothing layd to his 
charge woꝛthy of death, oz orf bonds. And when 
it was ſhe wed me how that the Jewes layd wait 
fo: the man, I ent him ſtraight way to thee, and 
gaue commandement to his acculers , that the 
things which they haue againſt him, they ſhould 
tell beloꝛe thee, Farewell. Then the ſouldiers as 
it was commanded them, tooke Paul, q bꝛought 
him nigh to Antipatridis. On the moꝛow, they 
left the hoꝛſemen to goe with him, and returned 
vnto the caſtle. 1dhich when they came to Ceſa- 
rea, and deliuered the Epiſtle to the deputie, pꝛe⸗ 
ſented Paul alſo befoꝛe him. And when the depu⸗ 
ty had read the letter, he aſked of what pꝛouince 
he was. And when he vnderſtood that he was ot 
Cilicia: J will heare thee, ſaid he, when thine 
accuſers are come alio. And he commanded him 
to be kept in Herods iudgement hall.
